THE ALM ANAC 


Vegetables which remain in good 
condition 
in the home vegetable 
garden after frosts begin may easily 
be stored safely for winter use Kale, 
Brussels sprouts, parsnips and sal­ 
sify will stand freezing, and are usu­ 
ally left in the garden and har­ 
vested as needed, until just before 
the ground freezes deeply. 
If parsnips and .salsify are dug at 
this stage, washed and enough for 
one meal packed In a paper bag. 
the bags can be stored outdoors in 
any convenient place where they 
will remain drv and safe from ani­ 
mals. They can be taken into the 
kitchen and thawed out for use as 
needed. 
Tomatoes should be harvested a ft­ 
er the first hard frost. Many can be 
ripened if laid on a shelf in a warm 
basement; 
some 
prefer 
to 
hang 
them up, still attached to the vine. 
Carrots, beets, turnips, rutabagas, 
potatoes, apples and cabbages can 
be stored in an unheated garage or 
shed for several weeks, until the 
outside temperatures have fallen to 
several degrees below 
freezing. If 
the carrots, beets and turnips are 
placed 
in 
boxes 
packed 
in soil, 
which Is kept moist, in the protec­ 
tion of the garage or shed they will 
keep well except in extrem ely low 
temperatures. Sand is not good for 
this packing, as it does not retain 
j moisture well. Potatoes .should not 
be packed in this way 
Pumpkins, squash and sweet po­ 
tatoes should be stored in a tem ­ 
perature between 55 and 65 de­ 
grees, which is of'en found in a 
heated basement. The crops requir­ 
ing lower temperatures may bt a. pt 
in heated basements for some tim e 


if they are packed in boxes with wet 
sand about them. 


Where the quantity to be stored 
does not warrant an expensive out­ 
door root cellar, various adaptations 
of the idea mav be used, as shown in 
the illustration. 
Vegetables stored should be in 
good condition, not too old or too 
immature, 
and 
tender 
vegetables 
which have been exposed to frost 
hould never be stored. Avoid vege­ 
tables with bruises or skin punc­ 
tures as decay will start from these, j 
and never store vegetables which 
are wet. Even the hardiest vege- I 
tables should not be stored if they 
have been frozen. 
Do not close outdoor root cellars 
tightly until the temperature inside * 
ha*, dropped close to freezing, and 
do not cover vegetables in earth 
pits until the soil has cooled off 
thoroughly.

All deciduous trees generally con­ 
sidered for shade roles in this lati­ 
tude may be set out any tim e when 
soil and weather conditions permit 
from now until early spring.

I regions, and altogether is a tree 
that merits more consideration than 
It usually receives. 
Sweet gum, qne of the most at­ 
tractive trees, both during the sum ­ 
mer with its shining foliage and in 
tall when its leaves take on bril­ 
liant hues, is correctly listed in caia- 
louges as Liquid-amber. 
The so­ 
called 
Black gum of 
lumbermen, 
callecl Tupelo in honey-producing 
regions, is properly known as Nyssa 
sylvatiea. Both are excellent trees 
for the home grounds ana road­ 
sides. 
A few weeks ago the editor’s a t­ 
tention was called to a red maple 
(Acer rubrum), a species that has 
apparently been overlooked too long 
in choosing maples. Recognizing that 
this 
tree 
tends to grow 
upright 
rather than spreading, yet it is truly 
a 
beautiful, distinguished 
species. 
Leaves often begin to turn golden 
red as early as late July, remain­ 
ing on the branches even later than 
those of sugar maples. 
Tree-of-H eaven (Ailanthus! serves 
effectively and attractively In shade 
roles, especially in smoky and other­ 
wise unfavorable environm ents near 
factories where many other trees 
fail. But In all cases the pistillate 
(fem ale) tree should be grown, as 
the stam inate <ma!ei produces iil- 
smelllng flowers. On this point it is 
well to know that stickers or sprouts 
from pistillate trees inherit the par­ 
ent form except where the original 
Is grafted on stam inate stock. 
W hen

Amrican berm (Fagus grandifoliai 
are recognized, along with the grace­ 
ful shape and dignity of this fine 
old tree, it immediately raises the 
question—Why are not beeches more 
widely used as shade trees in home 
grounds and along streets and high­ 
ways? 
Few Indeed are the instances when 
white oaks are selected and planted 
as shade trees. With the disappear­ 
ance of virgin stands of this m a­ 
jestic timber tree, it may reason­ 
ably be assumed that the white oak 
is well on its way toward partial 
eclipse or maybe extinction. Yet, 
few other trees excel it in hardiness, 
beauty, timber value, and general 
all-round north.
